Island in 1 889, a crippled, unhealthy 
youth of twenty-four, the authorities 
immediately decided to exclude him 
as liable to become a public charge. 
But his young American companion 
pleaded so eloquently in his behalf 
that he was admitted. 
Born in Germany, he had been a 
brilliant student in the universities 
there. From his earliest years he was 
a noisy socialist, in a country when* 
socialism was regarded as the worst 
form of anarchy. 
A member of sev­ 
eral societies, he avoided arrest by 
turning his inventive powers to secret 
inks and codes. 
When finally he 
realized that imprisonment or exile 
was inevitable, he changed the course 
ot his studies and turned to science 
and electricity, with the intention of 
coming to the United States. 
It was 
a signed socialist pamphlet that pre­ 
cipitated his voyage to this country. 
His first job was in the Eickemeyer 
electric plant at Yonkers, where he 
received twelve dollars a week. From 
the beginning, his work was not of 
the spectacular variety that reaches 
the newspaper headlines. 
Like all men who have made re­ 
markable achievements in science, he 
had a most unusual memory, largely 
perhaps because he refused to burden 
his memory with unim portant detail. 
“One great way of conserving life,” 


he said, “ is to spare the bi 
your memory.

The power would be concen­ 
trated at public centers to furnish 
every citizen with light, heat and 
power for doing every task from the 
washing of dishes to the erection of 
a bridge. 
He saw the continent gird­ 
ed with roads of steel that would 
carry electric trains at the rate of 
three railes a minute.
